The recent seizure of guns from High River, AB by RCMP was eye opening to all of us "Law Abiding Citizens".

Dear Prime Minister Harper, 


I applaud you for standing up for the residents of High River Alberta and for all fellow Canadians. 
Thank you for reminding an out-of-control and unaccountable police force of what their 
responsibilities are and that they exist to serve the citizenry. Thank you for your leadership. 


What the RCMP reportedly did to High River flood victims was so profoundly wrong for so many 
reasons. 


The news reports of RCMP Officers breaking into homes and confiscating firearms was disturbing and 
disappointing. (News was made worse by reports that the Canadian Armed Forces personne! were 
complicit in these acts). 


How would one be able to trust and respect the RCMP again? They have treated those whom they've 
sworn to serve and to protect with disrespect and disdain. Officers reportedly became burglars of 
the homes of evacuated flood victims and bullies to displaced residents at the spike-belted access 
roadways.

I believe all seized property should be returned immediately, -no questions asked. Any damage 
(doors, windows, gun cabinets, firearms, etc) caused by the police break-ins should be repaired and 
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` paid for by the RCMP. There should be a full independent investigation with charges laid against 
officers accordingly. Premier Redford and the RCMP Commissioner should apologize to: the High 
River Community, Albertans, and all Canadians; with a promise that such rogue, and if so 
determined, criminal activity will never happen again. Premier Redford must show leadership by 
calling for a Judicial Inquiry. 


My heart goes out to the residents of flood ravaged Alberta. It's unfortunate how my fellow 
Canadians were treated by an RCMP they trusted, relied upon, and paid for. Why would anyone, ever 
again, obey an order to evacuate knowing the local authorities pose such a threat to their personal & 
private property? Across Canada, I feel it will be a long time before the RCMP will regain lost trust.

Perhaps if homeowners in this area were allowed to to re-enter (by boat, wearing protective gear, and signing a 
waiver) their homes to collect some personal affects, this would ease the enormous financial burden they are currently 
facing. There are reports that home owners did not receive any compensation for the 2005 floods until this year. How 
are you going to ensure that homes destroyed during these floods with receive financial support in less than 8 years? All 
they are asking for is re-assurance that they will not be forgotten, that there is a plan to receive some sort of financial 
support for their loses, and that their desire to be re-united with some of their belongings is being acknowledged. Thank 
you for the taking the time to consider this matter.

HIGH RIVER — RCMP revealed Thursday that officers have seized a “substantial amount” of firearms from 
homes in the evacuated town of High River. 


“We just want to make sure that all of those things are in a spot that we control, simply because of what they 
are,” said Sgt. Brian Topham. 


“People have a significant amount of money invested in firearms ... so we put them in a place that we control 
and that they’re safe.” 


That news didn’t sit well with a crowd of frustrated residents who had planned to breach a police checkpoint 
northwest of the town as an evacuation order stretched into its eighth day. 


“I find that absolutely incredible that they have the right to go into a person’s belongings out of their home,” 
said resident Brenda Lackey, after learning Mounties have been taking residents’ guns. “When people find out 
about this there’s going to be untold hell to pay.” 


See photos from the scene. 


About 30 RCMP officers set up a blockade at the checkpoint, preventing 50 residents from walking into the 
town. Dozens more police cars, lights on, could be seen lining streets in the town on standby. 


Officers laid down a spike belt to Stop anyone from attempting to drive past the blockade. That action sent the 
crowd of residents into a rage. 


“What’s next? Tear gas?” shouted one resident. 
“It’s just like Nazi Germany, just taking orders,” shouted another, 


“This is the reason the U.S. has the Tight to bear arms,” said Charles Timpano, pointing to the group of 
Mounties, 


Officers were ordered to fall back about an hour into the standoff in order to diffuse the situation and listen to 
residents’ concerns. 


“We don’t want our town to tum into another New Orleans,” said resident Jeff Langford. “The longer that the 
water stays in our houses the worse it’s going to be. We’ll either be bulldozing them or burning them down 
because we’ve got an incompetent government.” 


Langford blasted High River Mayor Emile Blokland over comments made Wednesday in which Blokland said 
residents will be allowed to return after businesses, such as hardware and drug stores, are opened. 
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“It was ridiculous,” said Langford. “I think he’s a puppet on a string.” 


Langford said Premier Redford should come to High River to address residents’ concerns and provide 
information. 


“This is at the highest tension,” he said. “What’s going to happen next is that people are just going to be 
walking across these fields, and I don’t care if they put hundreds of thousand of police officers there, they’re 
not going to stop from getting in.” 


Sgt. Topham said he didn’t know when residents would be allowed to return to their homes. “People much 
higher up are going to make those decisions,” he said. 


He did confirm that officer relied on forced entry to get into numerous houses during the early stages of the 
flood because of an “urgent need”, said Topham. 


Police are no longer forcing themselves into homes and the residences that were forced open will be secured, he 
said. 


Topham said the confiscated firearms have been inventoried and are secured at an RCMP detachment. He was 
not at liberty to say how many firearms had been confiscated. 


“We have seized a large quantity of firearms simply because they were left by residents in their places,” said 
Topham. 


The guns will be returned to owners after residents are allowed back in town and they provide proof of 
ownership, Topham added.

The police have a mandate to safeguard homes from looters and criminals during a natural disaster.

The Prime Minister's Office is stepping into the controversy surrounding the flood response in High River, 


Alta., saying the RCMP should have better things to do than seize residents’ guns. 


The town remains under evacuation, and emergency crews have been going from home to home, 
searching for people and assessing damage. 


Earlier this week, it emerged RCMP were also seizing guns that had been left out in the open, saying 
they were doing it out of safety and that the guns would be returned. Many residents, however, 
complained that RCMP were seizing their property. 


Stephen Harper's office sided with the residents. 


“We expect that any firearms taken will be returned to their owners as soon as possible,” PMO 
spokesman Carl Vallée said. “We believe the RCMP should focus on more important tasks such as 
protecting lives and private property.” 


On Thursday, RCMP Sergeant Patricia Neely said the guns will all be returned. “Firearms that were 
unsafely stored in plain sight were seized for safekeeping,” she said. By Friday, an RCMP spokesperson 
said the force was preparing a statement on the gun seizure. 


Canadian law requires that guns be unloaded and locked away when stored. 

High River, population 13,000, was worst-hit by last week's flooding. Much of the town remains under 
water, and officials say it's too dangerous for residents to be aliowed back in. That has left municipal 
leaders under fire from residents anxious to assess the damage at their home. 

Danielle Smith, leader of Alberta's Official Opposition Wildrose Party and the MLA who represents High 
River, said on Twitter she doesn't have a problem with RCMP seizing loose guns. “The problem is if 


residents have trouble getting them back,” she said. She added that it's unclear how many guns 
Mounties seized.

{am once again shown the "We are above the law” attitude of the RCMP when you see how they handled the 
floods in High River. Questions need to be asked as to why it is the RCMP felt the need to violate faws by 
breaking into homes and looting them? The RCMP claim that they had the authority under those situations to do 
that, and yes they did, but the question should be did they need to? When I look at the communities that were 
affected by this flood I see that the Calgary Police Service while having the same authority to break into homes did 
not do that. I see that while the Calgary Police Service had the same authority to "secure" weapons they did not. 
The city of Calgary evacuated exponentially more people and homes and businesses than the RCMP in High River 
yet they did not seize any weapons. J guess that means there are no gun owners in Calgary that were affected by 
the flood right? 


I am absolutely disgusted that the RCMP would use opportunities such as the fires in Slave Lake and the floods in 
High River to "secure" weapons. I think Joe Anglin, MLA said it best when he said "The role of the RCMP is to 
protect life, property, and to keep order. In this regard the ROMP failed miserably. In High River RCMP constables went door 
to door in the community breaking into homes with the aid of a locksmith, and in some cases they kicked in the doors. Why 
these constables couldn't wait for a locksmith has not been explained, and there Is no final accounting of how many doors 
they kicked in as of this writing.”

The Office of the Prime Minister has forwarded to me your correspondence 
of July 5, 2013, regarding firearms seizures during the flooding in High River, Alberta. 
1 apologize for the delay in responding. 


As is always the case in situations such as the disaster in High River, the top priority for 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) was to ensure public safety. 


I have been informed by the RCMP that in the course of searching for residents in 
distress, insecurely stored firearms were removed for safe keeping. The firearms were 
stored at the High River RCMP Detachment, and the vast majority have been returned to 
their owners. I would note that many residents asked the RCMP to store their firearms 
while they dealt with the personal and community impacts of the terrible flooding which 
occurred in the summer of 2013. 


You may also wish to know that, in response to public comments about the RCMP’s 
actions in High River, RCMP Commissioner Bob Paulson has asked the Interim Chair of 
the Commission for Public Complaints Against the RCMP (CPC) to consider a 
Chair-initiated complaint into the actions taken by the RCMP during the disaster. 


On July 5, 2013, the CPC announced that it had initiated a public interest investigation 
into RCMP actions in High River to assess whether the members’ actions complied with 
all appropriate policies, procedures, guidelines and statutory requirements. The CPC is a 
fully independent civilian agency that was created by Parliament to ensure that 
complaints involving members of the RCMP are examined thoroughly and impartially.

in light of the serious nature of the allegations arising from events around the seizure of firearms from 
High River residences last summer, Canada’s National Firearms Association respectfully requests that 
the federal government institute a Judicial Inquiry into the actions of the RCMP with regards to the 
breaking into some 1,900 homes and subsequent seizure of firearms located therein. 


While the National Firearms Association wholeheartedly supports the RCMP Public Complaints 
Commission extending its investigation into the break-in of more than 1,900 High River homes by the 
RCMP, we believe that the Commission’s mandate is too narrow. The Commission may be able to find 
out what happened, but it is hamstrung by legislative constraints that won't allow the Commissioner’s 
investigators to dig deep enough to find out why, nor to address the significant question of how such an 
event could happen as it did outside of a police state. In our view there simply must be a full judicial 
inquiry with a broad mandate to determine what happened and why in High River — the problem is far 
beyond one of police policy and procedure. 


It has become increasingly clear that any full investigation also has to include the role of the Alberta 
Government and in particular the communications between Municipal Affairs Minister Doug Griffiths 
and the RCMP.

Additionally, on page 92 of the RCMP response to one of NFA's eleven Access to Information (ATI) Act 
requests on the issue, it shows that in addition to the 223 RCMP officers deployed in High River during 
the flood, there were 310 Canadian Forces personne! in High River, many of whom were witnesses to 
the unwarranted search and seizure operations in High River. During our communications with National 
Defence in October, we were told that documentation does exist from soldiers in response to our ATI 
Act request for records of ‘complaints and witness accounts of any inappropriate or illegal action 
observed while working in High River’. However, the RCMP Public Complaints Commissioner does not 
have authority to examine these records or Interview Canadian Forces personnel about what they saw 
and did in High River. 
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in the view of Canada’s National Firearms Association, a Judicial Inquiry is necessary in order to ensure 
that excesses such as what happened in High River do not happen again.

Mr. Harper | am writing today to express my sincere disappointment with the lack of action from 
the federal government on the High River gun grab. As a firearms owner my initial point of view was 
from this perspective.

This issue has little to do with firearms, although that is plainly the motivating factor for the RCMP, but 
more to do with property rights. 


Recent evidence suggests that the police broke into twice as many homes after the flood waters 
receded than during the emergency. They continued to do so for nearly three full weeks after the flood 
and more than two weeks after the first evacuees had been give the all-clear to return to their homes. 


In addition, nearly half the firearms seized were from homes entered on a second trip. According to 
independent research from Denis Young, they also seized crossbows, musket powder, bayonets and 
pellet guns.
